MOTHER AND FOUR 
ENTER DEATH PACT 


Little Rock Matron, After 
Failure, Says- Family 
Chose Death to Poverty. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 8.— 
(?)—The story of an unsuccessful sui- 
cide pact entered into by a mother 
and her four children, who chose 
death rather than poverty, was un- 
folded here tonight to authorities by 
Mrs. George M. Waller, formerly ac- 
tive clubwoman, after her attempts to 
kjll herself and children met with 
failure. 

Mrs. Waller early today slashed 
the wrists of two of her children 
and then cut her own wrists. Her 
eldest son, George, 13, and her daugh- 
ter, Marian, 16, she left alone al- 
though George was cut on the hand 
when wresting a razor from his 
mother. 

The two younger children, Emily, 
11, and James, 8, together with Mrs. 
Waller, were taken to a hospital, 
where they were said to be in no 
danger. Mrs. Waller was released 
after an emergency treatment. 

Prosecuting Attorney A. Boyd Cy- 
pert announced he would |. probably 
place charges of assault to kill 
against Mrs. Waller today. 

Mrs. Waller denied she was men- 
tally unbalanced, saying she bad done 
what she ttad through love of her 


children after they had “repéatedly 
told me death was preferable to pov- 


erty.” 

Waller, for many years a 

in child welfare work here, 
met with business reverses and today 
the courts were forced to foreclose 
mortgages on her property. She re- 
lated how she often had attempted 
to meet her obligations but without 
success. 

Mrs. Wallér said Thursday night 
she dressed in a black velvet dress 
she had purchased for her funeral, 
meaning to end the battle against her 
horror of poverty. 

At dawn, she said, she talked with 
her two younger children. After an- 
Swering their question as to whether 
“it would hurt,” she said she eut 
their wrists. 

The older boy and girl, she _ re- 
lated, decided they preferred living. 
She then slashed her own wrists. 

“I told them I had no desire to 
kill them but merely wished to keep 
their faith,” she continued. “It's all 
over with now. The children do not 
wish to die and we'll all face the 
world together.” 


Hoover Pays Visit 


To Mountain Camp 


ORANGE, Va., Aug. 8&8—(P)— 


| President Hoover today observed. at 


first hand a portion of the damage 
caused by the drouth as he drove 
from Washington to his mountain 
camp for a week-end visit. 

Before leaving Washington he had 
called a conference for next week of 
governors of + drouth-stricken states 
to consider plans for alleviating dis- 
tress and as he rode through the 
countryside he saw some of the blight- 
ing effects of the long dry spell, 

The chief executive and a number 
of guests looked out upon acres of 
stunted corn in dry fields and passed 
over a number of creeks from which 
the water had long since receded. 

President Hoover brought with him 
for study over the week-end two maps 
upon which he will plot information 
received by the weather bureau and 
the department of agriculture concern- 
ing the drouth. Arrangements have 
been made to obtain this information 
promptly. 

Having taken over personal direc- 
tion of relief measures, Mr. Hoover 
planned to devote a large part of his 
outing to considering the drouth situ- 
ation. 

The trip from Washington was 
without incident. It was made under 
threatening clouds that seemed to 
promise immediate rain. On two oec- 
casions a few drops fell upon the 
presidential procession, but as they 
neared the camp, the clouds broke 
and rain seemed a remote possibility.

Powerful Force Pressing

PESHAWAR, India, Aug. 8.— 
(UN)—British cavalry and airplanes 
got into action today against fierce 
and well-armed Afridi tribesmen as 
the border uprising threatening Pesha- 
war on the northeast frontier grew 
more ominous. ! 3 

The tr'hes: en, chiefly Afridis, were 
reinforced by Lashkar warriors, and 
the native armies gathering almost in 
the shadow of the city’s fortresses 
crept toward Peshawar during the 
night. 

Royal air force planes continued 
to bomb the growing encampments 
in the Bara valley, the distant explo- 
sions being distinctly heard in Pesha- 
war—safe for the time being behind 
lines of .barbed wire and British 
troops. Two airplane squadrons, a 
total of 18, are participating in the 
campaign. 

Two brigades of British soldiers re- 
inforced the local Indian army garri- 
son. A brigade normally is 4,000 nen. 

One of the fresh brigades moved out 
to Fort Bara, on the Afghanistan 
border, farthest outpost of British 
rule in India, on this frontier. Be- 
yond lies the narrow unsubdued strip 
in which the Afridi and Lashkar 
tribes retreat, safe from pursuit. 

The bombing this afternoon, on, the 


the Afridi camps, took place im -the 
vicinity of the village of Sheikh Moh- 
di, near Fort Bara. The tribesmen, 
becoming bolder with reinforcements, 
had moved closer in preparation for 
the expected attack. 

A cavalry charge was reported later, 
as dusk fell and the airplanes landed. 

Additional Afridi forces were re- 
ported gathering at Surozai, south of 
Peshawar. The Bara valley appears 
alive with the swarming tribesmen 
preparing for the word to attack. 

At Peshawar every precaution has

_ Last night the British forces movy- 
ing out to Fort Bara clashed with 
small bands of Afridi scouts, Advance 
bands of tribesmen reached villages 
between the hill country and Pesha- 
war,

leaving one dead and two or three 
wounded. It was believed they car- 
ried away many others.

Reporter Who Was In- 
strumental in Causing 
Payne’s Arrest Describes 
Confession Scene. 


Bditor’s Note: When Mrs. A. D. Payne, 
wife of an attorney at Amarillo, Texas, 
was slain by a bomb placed under the front 
seat of the family car she was driving, 
A. B. MacDonald, a staff. member of the 
Kansas City (Mo.) Star, began an investi- 
gation which brought about the arrest of 
her husband and eventually led to Payne's 
confession that he had killed his wife. 
Herewith is the husband's astounding story.

BORGER, ‘Texas,~ Aug. 8— 
(NANA)—The crimes committed by 
A. D. Payne, Amarillo lawyer, have 
been so brutal that his confession will 
not be given out in full. 

“If we allowed all of it to be dis- 
closed we would never be able to try 
Payne in this county, the prejudice 
against him would be so strong,” said 
Edward Thomerson, district attorney. 
“Another reason is that we are afraid 
that if the people learn everything 
they might lynch Payne despite what 
we think are mob-proof jails.” 

Payne confessed all the details of 


how he murdered his wife with dyna- 
mite, placed in the car she was driv- 
ing, and he said he was not sorry that 
he. did it. He did say that he was 
sorry he did not s in his at- 
re to murder his 11-year-old gon, 
A. D. Payne, Jr. 

“T hate him,” was his explanation. 

Payne asserted he still loved. Verona 
Thompson, the stenographer for love 
of whom he murdered his wife. 

“Even if she did betray me, I love 
her so much that if I were free to- 
day I would crawl to her and tell 
her I love her,” he said. “I loved her 
enough to murder for her and I will 
stil] be loving her when I walk to the 
electric chair.” 

As Payne related his story he was 
stretched out on a sofa in the office 
of the sheriff. When he came to the 
story of how he killed his wife he rose 
up on his elbow and said to the five 
men around him: 

“Now, how do you suppose I did 
it? I'll give each of you a guess. 

Ever since the coupe in which Mrs, 
Payne and her little boy were riding 
was blown up, the whole of the Texas 
Panhandle has been trying to make out 
how it was done. 

“Let's hear one of you make a 
guess,” Payne said to the five men 
sitting there. 

One believed Payne had attached 
the end of a fuse and some matches 
to the exhaust, and that when the 

ipe got hot the fuse caught fire and 

urned along to the~ detonating ca 
which exploded, setting off the TNT 
in a fruit jar. : 

“Wrong,” exclaimed Payne. “Now,

Scaler’s revelations were looked 
upon,.as being extremely important in 
view of Lingle’s close friendship with 
police and with Capone, overlord of 
all Chicago’s underworld activities. 

“Developments indicate that many 
of Zuta’s gang sought refuge in the 
Wisconsin lake region after the Lin- 
gle shooting,” said Salen. “All evi- 
dence points to the theory that Zuta 
was killed by members of his own 
gang because he knew too much about | 
the slaying of Lingle.” 

The clues to the St. Valentine's 
Day massacre were found in letters 
taken from Charles “Red” Brennan, 
ex-Chicago gangster now in Milwau- 
kee. The letters.were written by a 
Chicago girl who signed herself “Kate 
Chester.” Excerpts from the letters: 

“Do you remember the girl up in 
the flat with Zuta?’ 

“They made it hot for me about 
that cop's. uniform they found at the 
massacre, but I didn’t tell them a 
thing.”

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President Summons 12 
Executives to Thursday 
Meeting After Hyde Re- 
ports of Dire Need. 


GREAT PRIVATION 
SEEN FOR HUMANS 


Executive Points Out 
That While Only Animal 
Feed Is Being Lost In- 
come Will Go, Too. 


President Hoover today called a 
White House conference of governors 
of 12 states for next Thursday to 
map out a broad, co-operative federal- 
state program of relief in the drouth- 
stricken areas of the country. 

The conference was called after the 
president had received a detailed re- 
port from Secretary Hyde showing 
th “critical aspect” of the situation 
to be in the shortage of animal feed 
crops in states of the middle and far 
northwest and extending east as far 
as the Atlantic seaboard. No alarm 
was felt over the nation’s food. sup- 
ply. . 

Mr. Hoover also conferred late in 
the day with Ernest P. Bicknell, act- 
ing chairman of the American Red 
Cross, and instructed the relief or- 
ganization officials to stand by to as- 
sist in any possible emergency involv- 
ing human suffering. 

“The situation is one to cause a 
great deal of concern,” the president 
said in a statement to the press, “but

“Nevertheless,” he added, “there 
will be a great deal of- privation 
among families in the drouth areas

“The American people will proud- 
ly take care of the necessities of their 
countrymen in time of stress or diffi- 
culty. Our first duty is to assure our 
suffering countrymen that this will 
be done, that their courage and spirit 
shall be maintained, and our second 
duty is to assure an effective organi- 
zation for its consummation.” 

The governors summoned to next 
week’s conference were from Missouri, 
Arkanfas, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Montana, Kansas, Iowe and Nebrar- 
ka> Members of the farm board and 
leading farm organizations’ representa- 
tives also will participate.

‘Continued Dry Weather 


Has Caused “Compara- 
tively Small” Damage in 
State, Is Report. 


Georgia’s damage from the drouth is 


comparatively small and a long dry 
spell in the large cotton producing 
sections of the state has more than 
compensated for the scattered curtail- 
ment of the corn crop, Eugene Tal- 
madge, commissioner of agriculture, 
said Friday. 

“Early corn,” the commissioner as- 
serted, "especially in the northern 
part of the state, suffered some dam- 
age and may result in @ loss of $500.- 
000 to the planters. e early truck 
crop, ‘rincipally peaches and water- 
melons, probably suffered a loss of 
$250,000 due to the early dry season. 

“Only in afew sections of the state 
has cotton been damaged any while 
in the remaining sections the dry 
weather has helped the cotton to grow. 
It takes dry weather to produce the 
hest cotton, with, of course, occasional 
rain and this, fortunately, we have 


had. 
Prices Deplored. 


“As for the tobacco crop, my opin- 


‘ ion is that the quantity and quality of 


the crop is good. The yield is slightly 
better than normal. The trouble, as 
I have said before, is with the price. 

“Georgia has been forcunate in her 
seasons. Commodity prices, however, 
remain deplorably low, below the ac- 
tual cost of production. It is reas- 
onable to expect, though, that with a 
good crop, generally, the shortage re- 
ported in other sections of the coun- 
try will indirectly «ihanc€ the value 
of the crops this year.” 

Government estimates of cotton pro- 
duction in Georgia this yea: are for 
1,340,000 bales as compured with ac- 
tual ginnings in 1929 of 1,339,446 
bales, a normal crop. Field crops in 
the state in 1929 were valued at 
$242,509,000, a figure which gave the 
state eleventh position in production 
of agricultural wealth. 


SOUTHERN FARM HEADS 
TO MEET HERE MONDAY. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Aug. 38.— 
(P)—Harry D. Wilson, president of 
the Southern Commissioners of Agri- 
culture, announced here today that 
he had issued a call for the commis- 
sioners of the south to meet in At- 
lanta Monday morning at 10 o'clock 
“to compile data on the drouth calam- 
ity, and to let the public know how 
seriously the south’s cotton crop has 
been damaged by the dry and intense- 
ly hot weather of the past six weeks.” 

“We want the public to know that 
we consider the present market price 
of cotton entirely too low, in view 
of the present outlook for the crop,” 
he said, adding that he believed the 
Louisiana cotton crop had “gone off 
40 per cent during the past few 
weeks.” . 

Commissioner Wilson said that he 
expected at least one representative 
from each of the banking associa- 
tions in the southern states to attend 
the Atlanta meeting. 

At the request of the agricultural 
departments of Kentucky, Georgia. 
Virginia and the Carolinas, the effect 
of adverse weather on the tobacco 
crop also will be taken up at Atlanta, 
Mr. Wilson said. 

“The primary object of the mect- 
ing,” said the Louisiana commission- 
er, “is to get as near as possible 
to the exact degree of deterioration 
of the 1930 cotton crop as a result 
of the unusual dry, hot weather, and 
to determine what yield the south 
may expect from its major crop this 
year. 

“We want the public to know that 
the cotton crop has been drastically 
curtailed, and that we consider the 
present market price entirely too low 
in view of the outlook for the crop 
and the cotton in sight.”

KARUIZAWA, Japan, Aug. 8&.— 
(UN)—The volcano in Mt. Asama, 
famous double-suicide peak, erupted 
at. 10:20 o'clock tonight, shaking 
houses in Karuizawa, popular sum- 
mer resort in the mountains about 90 
miles northwest of Tokio. 

Ashes rained over the resort dur- 
ing the brief activity. 

The voleanic mountain, nearly 
9,000 feet high, has been semi-active 
for several years, erupting from time 
to time and constantly emitting sul- 
phuric gases. 

Mt. Asama is a favorite spot for 
“shin-ju,” "OP double-suicide. Many 
couples frustrated in love have 
walked into the precipitate, awesome 
crater at dawn. 

Thousands of tourists, including 
many foreigners, climb the volcano at 
this season of the year to view the 
magnificent 1,000-foot wide crater. It 
is a steep, all-night climb, made diffi- 
cult by the soft ashes near the peak 
into which the pilgrims sing, sliding 
back almost as much at each step as 
they move upward. 

Second only to Mt. Fugi in tra- 
ditional beauty, Mt. Asama’s erup- 
tions in recent years seldom have 
emitted lava, but ashes not  infre- 
quently are spouted into the _ air, 
causing more inconvenience’ than 
damage.

Two high officials of the navy depart- 
ment took issue today with a state- 
ment of former President Coolidge in 
his daily syndicated column which 
said “a navy office reports that the 
best (nircraft) engine is made

Acting Secretary Jahncke and Rear 
Admiral William Moffett, chief of 
the bureau of aeronautics of the navy, 
came to the defense of American en- 
gines and praised the work of thé: 
navy in their development. 

Jahncke said: 

“My attention has been called to’ 
Mr. Coolidge’s statements concerning 
aviation engines. I believe the navy

is regarded as largely responsible for 
the creation and success of the air- 
cooled engine which made Lindbergh's 
flight possible, together with the tre- 
mendous advances ih aviation that fol- 
lowed. These engines are without su- 
periors anywhere in the world and 
are produced in quantities by several 
American aircraft engine manufactur- 
ing concerns.” 

Moffett said in part: 

“There are only two possible ex- 


ceptions wherein this country may not) 


absolutely lead in aircraft engines. 
The Germans have concentrated on 
improving airship engines, and have 
a better engine—the Maybach—than 
any other airship engine available at 
the present time in this or any other 
country. 

“However,” he continued, “the navy 
department looks to the substitution 
of a heavy oil engine for gasoline en- 
gines for use in airships and has 
therefore been expeyimenting since 
1927 on two such enines and hopes 
that one of these engines will be 
ready in time for use in the second 
airship, the ZRS-5. With heavy oil 
engines, instead cf gasoline, and hav- 
ing helium, fire hazard will be com- 
pletely eliminated. 

“Also, the competition resulting

MARION, Ind., Aug. 8.—(UN)— 
Marion. which was the stage last 
night for Indiana’s first Iwnching in 
28 years, was as calm tonight as if a 
mob never had stormed through its 
tree-lined streets to take two ne- 
groes from the county jail, beat them, 
and finally hang them. 

Only the presence of more t 
usual number of police, particularly 
in the negro section, and the battered 
appearance of the jail, indicated the 
frenzy that gripped the mob of 4,000 
lynchers, 

Sheriff Jacob Campbell today cut 
down the swaying bodies of the lynch- 
ed negroes, Thomas Shipp and Abra- 
ham Smith, both 18, while some of 
the erstwhile lynchers looked = on 
quietly. Herbert Cameron, 16, who 
confessed he was the third member 
of the trio which attacked Miss Mary 
Ball, 19, and killed her 23-year-old 
escort, Claude Deeter, was. given 
medical attention for the severe 
beating administered him after the 
mob had executed his two comrades. 

Coroner 0. L. Stout held that Shipp 
and Smith had “met death:as the re- 
sult of a riot by persons so far un- 
known.”’ 

Prosecuting Attorney Harley F. 
Hardin told the United News that 
the Grant county grand jury would

The classic writer 
of the Book of Ecclesiasticus summed 
up pretty accurately a little better 
than 2,000 years ago already.

Predicts Great Industry. 

“Ever since becoming a member of 
the trade commission I have been in- 
terested in seeing Georgia made’ a 
paperscoepenne state,” he said. “It 
as taken the government agencies 
‘some years to definitely learn that 
paper can be produced here and I now 
firmly believe that the state soon will 
have such a great industry.” 

Senator Harris also reported to the 
association that the federal govern- 
!ment still is ready to match two dol- 
lars for every dollar put up by the 
state government for forestry preser- 
vation and for reforestation. 

“This year I think the appropria- 
tion for Georgia was $104,000 as com- 
pared to the $52,000 expended by the 
state,” he said. “Next year we are 
going to get more. The people at 
Washington are just beginning to re- 
alize what a great asset Georgia for- 
ests are.” 


South Georgia Lags. 

The senator explained that already 
the government is spending large sums 
in experiments and research work in 
Union county and in the Cherokee Na- 
tional Park and added that it stands 
ready to make a similar outlay in 
south Georgia as soon as the people 
of that section agree to permit gov- 
ernment purchase of large tracts of 
lands sought near Brunswick. 

“The government’s plan seems to be 
meeting with some oposition from the 
people around Brunswick but I do 
not believe that the Georgians interest- 
ed are taking the correct view,” Sen- 
ator Harris asserted. “A number of 
them seem to believe that the govern- 
ment eventually would operate in com- 
petition to the naval stores interests 
but this is not trud. The government 
would not be a competitor but a help 
to those interests for the government 
would lease them land just as do the 
present private owners.”

NEGROES OF MORVEN 
BUILD $2,000 SCHOOL 


QUITMAN, Ga., Aug. 8.—A group 
of Morven negroes have demonstrated 
that it is possible to lift oneself by 
the bootstraps, an old simile for do- 
ing the impossible. With nothing to 
start with but a lot of land and a 
lot of determination, they have just 
completed a model rural school val- 
ued at $2,500. 

They bought and paid for the lot 
several years ago ang then set their 
hearts on the building. They obtained 
promised aid from the Rosenwald 
fund and last Saturday, after the 
building was completed and inspected 
by State Supervisor W. B. Hill, they 
were paid $500 from this fund. At 
the start among themselves they rais- 
ed $300 in cash and invested it in 
bricks and ‘lumber. 

With a Rosenwald model rural 
school plan they built what Superin- 
tendent W. J. Cooey describes as a 
beautiful school building. The seven 
school trustees were the building cdém- 
mittee. Their names are Peter Jen- 
kins, E. D. Jenkins, L.*W. Waters, 
William Walker, E. M. Williams, Lu- 
ther Stroud, M. Jackson. These .ames 
are notable because they are all on 
notes at the bank for money for that 
school building and truly greater faith 
hath no man than this. 

This is the fifth Rosenwald model 
rural school built in the county in 
the past few years for negroes and 
these schools are notable because they 
are the achievements of a _ definite 
movement among the negroes of the 
county to improve their home and 
school conditions and make a success 
of farming.

URGED BY TALMADGt

Commissioner Would Also 
Make Mandatory Publica- 
tion of Tobacco Prices. 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Compulsory federal grading of to- 
bacco and a state Jaw making it man- 
datory on the part of buyers to pub- 
lish daily price quotations in the news- 
papers. were advocated Friday by 
State Commissioner of Agriculture Eu- 
gene Talmadge. 

Compulsory government grading, 
Mr. Talmadge said, was the solution 
of the auction situation on the Geor- 
gia bright leaf tobacco market. Mr. 
Talmadge said that because of pres- 
ent “sing-song’’ methods of auctioneers 
the farmer seldom knows what price 
he was paid for his tobacco until 
the check is in his hands. Federal 
grading, the commissioner said, would 
at least give the farmer some idea of 
the price and he could reject it before 
the tobacco was placed on the block. 

Mr. Talmadge said that if a state 
law was passed making it compulsory 
for buyers to publish prices daily, the 
same as cotton is now quoted, the 
farmer would learn to grade his prod- 
uct which would eliminate different 
prices for the same grade of tobacco 
on various markets and bring a sav- 
ing of thousands of dollars to the 
tobacco farmers. / 

Citing an incident of the wide va- 
riance of prices offered at two ware- 
houses in a south Georgia city on the 


same day for the same grades of to- 
bacco, Mr. Talmadge made _ public 
portions of a letter from E. R. Yar- 
brough, a prominent tobacco grower 
of near Blackshear. 

In his letter Mr. Yarborough said 
that at one warehouse he received a 
bid for his tobacco ranging from 
12 1-2 to 21 1-2 cents and at the other 


‘a range of 12 to 21 cents. The tobacco 


was all of the same grade and weight 
and grown on the same land, the let- 
ter said.

Predictions of ade- 
quate moisture supplies were accom- 
panied by assertions that a high 
pressure barometric area had devel- 
oped over far regions of northern 
Canada, including the McKenzie val- 
ley, and that weather bureau offi- 
cials had drawn inferences which war- 
ranted hopes of general rains in the 
United States. This outlook was in 
violent contrast with influences 
which earlier had sent grain prices 
soaring. The strain led to excited ef- 
forts of traders to alter the market 
sition so as to put a stop to 
osses. 


Much of the buying which preceded 
the late collapse of the corn market 
had been’ based on reports that de- 
struction from drouth and heat has 
reached a total unparalleled in the 
history of American crop disasters. 
Increasingly unfavorable wheat  har- 
vest advices from Canada, indicating 
about 50,000,000 bushels reduction 
from recent estimates of yield, were 
also a factor tending to hoist grain 
prices here.

dribble of liquidation that had been 
coming into the stock market this 
week suddenly swelled into «4 flood 
today, sweeping away most of the 
remnants of the July rally. - 

The price index of 90 leading shares 
dropped 6.2 points, the largest break 
since mid-June when the market was 
approaching the bottom of the early 
summer decline. At the close the com- 
posite figure stood at 161, the lowest 
since July 9 when it was 160.9, The 
year’s low is 154. 

Losses ranged from 2 te 9 prints 

in popular investment stocks,  al- 
though there was the usual oumber 
of more severe declines in erratic 
shares. Support was meager and the 
bear faction, which supplied the im- 
petus for the break, failed to cover, 
leaving final prices the lowest of the 
day. 
The market was heavy at the vpen- 
ing, but the decline did not become 
severe until publication of the suvern- 
ment crop estimate on cotton had 
broken prices of the staple more than 
$3 a bale here. Almost simultaneously. 
a financial news agency published a 
report that operations of the United 
States Steel Corporation had dwin- 
dled to 61 per cent of capacity, a loss 
of 3 per cent in less than a week. The 
short interest, which had been con- 
centrating on Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures, Rock Island, Southern Rail- 
way and a few other issues, greatly 
extended its position and quoted val- 
ues melted away rapidly during the 
afternoon, 

Trading increased substantially, to- 
taling slightly more than 3,300, 
shares, of. which 000 shares 
changed hands in the last hour, when 
the, liquidation was at its height.: 

The break was a damaging blow to 
the aspiration of bull leaders who had 
hoped that the market would come 
out of its dullness on a rally. It was 
recalled, however, that the tendency 
in recent months has been rather the 
opposite, and that some strenuous sell- 
ing has followed such, lulls as were 
seen earlier this week. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
that that some of the operators who 
had piloted the July advance had de- 


' ment. 


cided to abandon further attempts un- 
til later in the month, or after La- 
bor Day, when the passage of the va- 
cation period might bring out a larger 
following for speculative activities on 
the up side. The public’s part in 
the market since June has been negli- 
ble, although a fair volume .of stock 
has been taken out for investment 
purposes. : 

United States Steel, which on Tues- 
day sold as high as 1701-4, came un- 
der severe pressure. The bears, de- 
ciding that the unfavorable operating 
figures constituted news well suited 
to their cause, offered the stock free- 
ly on the theory that a break below 
previous resistance points would open 
up the remainder of the market. With 
only minor interruptions, steel slump- 
ed to 161, where it closed for a net 
loss of 51-2. 

American Can was one of the weak- 
est issues, tumbling 9 points under 
liquidation based on the assumption 
that the drouth would curtail the de- 
mand for its product. Officials of the 
company said it was too early to 
gauge the effect on the fruit and vege- 
table pack and that operations so far 
were being maintained at recent 
schedules. 

American Telephone was another 
bear target, dropping 8 points to 
2023-8 against its year’s low of 
2001-8. ‘Air Reduction, Allied Chem- 
ical, Autostrop, Foster Wheeler. In- 
gersoll Rand, Underwood-Elliott-Fish- 
er, United Aircraft, Diamond Match. 
American Foreign Power and Electric 
Power and Light lost 2 to 6 points, 
Westinghouse Electric, American To- 
bacco B, Eastman Kodak, Houston 
Oil, and Stone & Webster, 6 to more 
than 8, and General Motors, General 
Electric, Radio, Bethlehem Steel, Gil. 
lette, Johns-Manville, Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, North American Con- 
solidated Gas and A. M. Byers 2 to 
nearly 5. The largest loss was in J. 
I. Case, off 17 3-4. Vanadium and 
Worthington Pump broke 13. 


Warner Brothers Pictures, whose 
directors omitted the quarterly divi- 
dend, closed off 6 3-4 at 281-8, a new 
low. Southern Railway, Transamer- 
ica, Rock Island, Louisville & Nash- 
ville and Corn Products also made 
new jows. 

A renewal of profit taking in the 
grains, partly inspired by reports of 
the possibility of rain, sent corn down 
about a cent and a half net. Wheat 
was unchanged to 1-2 lower. Heavy 
selling of cotton futures, based on the 
government crop estimate which placed 
the yield about 308,000 bales higher 
than had been expected, left that mar-

BATHELDER DEFENDS 
INTERVENTION FU 


UNIVERSITY, Va., Aug. 8.—( 
Intervention by the United States in 
Nicaragua was defended as a distinct 
social trend by Dr. Charles L. Batchel- 
der, of New York city, in an address 
before the Institute of Public Affairs 
at the University of Virginia tonight. 
_ Dr. Batchelder said the interven- 
tion in Nicaragua was an outgrowth of 
the increasing: submergence of indi- 
vidual rights before the needs of so- 


lety. 

“Nationalism,” he said, “is being re- 
placed by internationalism, to - the 
great benefit of the human race. The 
emphasis upon the rights of the in- 
dividual is being replaced by the su- 
perior claims of the rights of society.” 

Although admitting that the inter- 
ests of the United States in Nicara- 
gua are primarily commercial and eco- 
nomic, and are connected with the 
necessity of protecting the Panama 
canal, at the same time, he said, the 
United States is doing a social serv- 
ice by aiding the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment, 


The American policy in Nicara-| cps 


gua has been occasioned, Dr. Batchel- 
der said, not for exploitation of bank- 
ers and merchants of this country, 
but by military and economic neces- 
sities. Since 1909, he said, the gov- 
ernments of Nicaragua have been un- 
able to give safety to foreigners and 
to fulfill their obligations, and a num- 
ber of American interventions have 
been at the request of the Nicaraguan 
government. 

“Our Isthmian policy,” he said, 
“does not permit foreign nations to 
assume political, military or financial 
control of any American country, Such 
intervention for gny purpose is felt 
to threat our safety, and thus the 
United States is forced most unwill- 
ingly to assume the role of policeman 
in the Caribbean areas.” 

_ Prohibition, industry and women’s 
rights were outstanding today as sub- 
jects of the round table and open fo- 
rum discussions at the institute.

In Flooded Nogales 


NOGALES, Ariz., Aug. 8.—(UN)

FESS DEFENDS TARIFF 
IN FIRST UTTERANCE 


~ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(/)— 
The reorgartized republican national 
committee, through its new chairman, 
Senator Fess, of Ohio, opened its pub- 
licity campaign today with a defense 
of the new tariff act and a prediction 
of a rebuke for the democrats at the 
polls on this issue. 

Losing little time getting into cam- 
paign action, Chairman Fess belittled 
democratic claims that hoisting of 
tariffs by foreign countries was in 
retaliation against the Hawley-Smoot 
law, said establishment of American 
industrial plants abroad may be the 
subject of legislation, and added: 

“The subtle campaign methods now 
in vogue to stir b pony antagonism 
toward recent legislation in the inter- 
ést of the American workman and 
American agriculture, almost entirely 
confined to American citizens at home 
and abroad, and for partisan and sel- 
fish purposes, will be rebuked when 
the inevitable resentment of our peo- 
ple will surely be forthcoming. 

“We will continue to import our 
needs we cannot produce,” he contin- 
ued, “two-thirds of which, under the 
present law, will come in duty free. 
We will also continue to supply the 
world with the goods they must im- 
‘port in increased quantities. 

“This is the simple lesson of all pro- 
tection measures, which in this, as in 
former cases, is the answer to the 
partisan statements couched in iden- 
tical terms of former utterances 
against former protective measures.” 

Arguing that more than 30 na- 
tions have adopted the protective 
principle in some form or another to 
stimulate production and employment, 
Fess said this “has no more reference 
to retaliation against us than has our 
legislation any retaliatory element 
against them.” 

He predicted the “recent propagan- 
da.in Canada as a partisan issue will 
have no more effect there than the 
similar propaganda for the same pur- 
pose in this country will have here.

The 48 stat@ and the District of Co- 
lumbia have 16,987,570 more persons 
than they had in 1920. 

The census bureau today announc- 
ed the 1930 compilation as 122,698,- 
190 as compared to 105,710,620 in 
1920, a gain of 16.1 per cent. 

The total of continental United 
States and its possessions and terri- 
tories, exclusive of the Philippines, 
was 124,848,664. In 1920, including 
the 10,350,640 in the Philippines, the 
total was 117,859,49% 

The census law does not apply to 
the Philippine Islands. A -compila- 
tion is taken there as the insular gov- 
ernment directs, the last count, being 
in 1918. This was the figure added 
to the 1920 census. 

The figures issued today are sub- 
ject to revision, but no considerable 
change is expected. They were ol,- 
282 under the compilation made by 
the Associated Press on the ‘basis of 
preliminary official figures. This to- 
tal was revised by the census bureau 
before its announcement today.

Anti-Saloon League Claims 


Opposition Has Nothing 
To Offer. 


LITTLE POINT SABLE, Mich., 
Aug. 8.—(#)—The executive board of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America 
has challenged opponents of prohi- 
bition to offer a better plan to bring 
temperance and sobriety to the nation. 

The challenge was included in the 


declaration of policy and program of 
action adopted by the board in the 
last session of its two-day biennial 
conference yesterday. 

“In view of the loose talk by the 
wets about repeal or modification of 
the prohibition law, the time has come 
for a showdown,” said the challenge 
made public by Dr. F. Scott McBride, 
national superintendent of the league. 
“We must insist upon specific state- 
ments and enlighten the voters as to 
merits and demerits of any pro 
plan. The public has a right to know 
exactly what is proposed.” 

In a preamble to the declaration of 
policy the board placed blame for 
much of the anti prohibition agitation 
upon metropolitan newspapers. ~ 

“We are gratified over victories of 
the past,” it said, “and the fact that 
we have held our lines although con- 
fronted with an extraordinary situa- 
tion in that we now face a highly 
financed and well-organized wet move- 
ment creating an erroneous impres- 
sion, chiefly through access to metro- 
politan dailies.” 

The league inserted in its declara- 
tion of policy a threat of opposition 
for wet candidates and a promise of 


‘support for drys, regardless of party, 


in forthcoming elections. ess 
“Within the rights of citizenship 
and democracy,” it said, “we will use 


‘every endeavor to elect a dry con- 
| gress, in both branches and keep an 
‘avowed dry in the White House. 


“We accept the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Hoover and others that respective 
states do full duty in the matter of 
law enforcement. We pledge ourselves 
to an aggressive movement in every 
state for adequate enforcement meas- 
ures.” ;

Doctor Gives 
Novel Detense 


In Murder Case 


VERSAILLES, France, Aug. 8.— 
(P)—Claiming that the daily profes- 


sional manipulation of X-rays had 
rendered him impotent, Dr. Paul Gas- 
taud, Paris radiologist, today denied 
an implied responsibility for the mur- 
der of his wife by Lady Owen, his al- 
leged mistress. 

This novel defense was introduced 
during the trial of Lady Owen, 
French-born widow of Sir Theodore 
Charles Owen, who admittedly killed 
Mme. Gastaud on July 24. 

Lady Owen asserted she had been 
intimate with Dr. Gastaud and that 
he had promised to marry her as soon 
as he had obtained a divorce but had 
failed to keep his promise. She told 
Magistrate Latrille that approaching 
motherhood had made her desperate 
and in this mood she shot Mme. Gas- 
taud. 

Dr. Jacques Bernard. a colleague of 
the radiologist, testified that Dr. 
Gastaud’s impairment was known to 
all his friends. “It is the result of 
his experimenting with X-rays twice 
and thrice daily,” he said. 

Magistrate Lutrille ordered a sup- 
plementary investigation to determine 
whether radiologists were thus af- 
fected by constant professional use of 
X-rays. 


Wealthy Widow Denies 
She Will Become Nun 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—()—Mes. 
Nicholas Brady today called her New 
York representative by trans-Atlantic 
telephone from ndon and asked 
that he unequivocably deny that she 
planned to become a nun.

LONDON, England.—Since I land- 
ed in England nearly a fortnight 
ago I have heen asked by dozens of in- 
dignant English friends to explain the 
new rule of the New York boxing com- 
mission under which no boxer can be 
awarded the decision on a foul. If 
me is fouled, he must carry on—or 
ose. 


“This is nothing less than rough- 
house rules!” they say. “Have your 
people gone mad?” 

It is hard to explain that, although 
I am all against the foul boxer, I see 
a iot of common sense and justice, 


and very little hardship, in this “all | 
hard, because people 


in” ruling. It is 
over here do not realize that America’s 
hoxers and spectators have a different 
conception oe ate boxing means. 


HANDLING THE NOVICE. 


Just as the transplanted English 
Janguage acquired a new accent and 
idioms in the’ United States, so it 
must be with a transplanted sport. 
You may feel indignant about it, but 
ou cannot alter the fact that our 
oxing is not yours, and it requires 
different methods of handling. 

I may put it this way. When a 
novice in England starts his career 
his trainer tells him he must stand 
this way, feet apart just so much, left 
hand just there, right arm for guard 
, “dnd now lead with your left— 
never with your right.” 

When the American novice goes into 
the ring his trainer says: “See that 
uy? Go out and slug him; Knock 
iim out!” 

That, too, is how the spectator in 
my own country looks at boxing. He 
wants action, speed, decision! Amer- 
ica’s craze is for speed—in flying, 
business, sport, everything. The man 
going to his. office in the morning 
says: “Il figure so many minutes on 
the train. three minutes on the sub- 
way, four minutes to walk, and I 
shall be there at a minute to 9.” A 
waste of a minute worries him all 


day. 
WHAT THE FAN WANTS. 


Boxing “fans” think their time and 
money thrown away if they get no 
action. And here is the biggest differ- 
ence of all between our sport and 
yours: We believe in giving the man 
We say 
he keeps the sport alive, and that if 
he wants boxing changed—why, it 
must be changed. 

Some people in England thought we 
were eommitting a sacrilege when he 
decided that instead of 20 rounds for 
a ehampionship fight 15 rounds, and 
then 10 rounds, were enough. Our 
people wanted their boxing condensed 
and the action quickened. They had 
their way. 

When a boxer claims a foul you will 
ngree that it is a most disappointing 
finish.

ing professional instructors in golf as to how control of the head 
should Be worked out. ™~ 
There is no ground left for debate as to what the head ac- 
tually does in the course of a well-hit shot. It may not remain ‘ 
fixed, it often moves a few inches during the swing, but at the 
moment of impact it is held in place without the slightest drift 

to the left along the line of flight. 

Watch the slow motion pictures of any star golfer—Jones, Mac 
Smith, Armour, Hagen, Farzell, Sarazen, etc.—and you will see the head 
still held as an anchor after the ball has started on its way. This is not 
done in order that one may see the ball. It is done to keep the clubhead 
in the proper groove, to keep the hands and arms and body in place dur- 
ing the course of the swing. \ 

If the head is suddenly lifted, then all control and power leave 
the swing. Lifting the head or letting the chin drift away along 
the line of flight probably is the most common and the. most 
costly of all golf faults. | 

Yet the majority of golfers seem to find it an impossible matter to 
keép the head in place until after the ball is on its way. This is due 
largely to tension, to tightening up and to faulty swinging. But few use 
the head in the right way as the right sort of anchor, 


ACHIEVING THE RIGHT RESULTS. 

HERE ARE FIRST-CLASS INSTRUCTORS who believe in teaching the 

pupil to keep his head his head down or his chin back all through 
the stroke. | . 

4 There are others who meet the situation by teaching the pu- 
pil to play against the left leg—to get the weight over to the 
left in time to catch the impact of the swing. They say this will 
take care of the head proposition automatically. When the golfer 
first attempts to swing through with his head held in place he 
has a feeling of stiffness. But if he will make it a habit this awk- 
wardness soon disappears. 

There isn’t the slightest use in saying that a golf ball can be hit 
properly if the head or chin is allowed to drift with the stroke. There is 
then no center of balance. There can then be no supporting left side. 
Yet there are good teachers who come to this problem in other ways: 

They may teach one to keep his mind on the ball. They may 
teach hitting against the left side. Or they may insist that you 
tuck your chin slightly towards the right as Jerry Travers, Bobby 

Jones and Walter Hagen all have done—keep it there and then 

swing past the chin. 

_ Whatever the method employed to teach head control, it must be 
reached in some fashion. It is something every good golfer has and 
every bad golfer hasn’t. It is the anchor of the swing—the center ‘of 


balance—as important a fundamental as golf carries.

| ONE BIG HELP. 
NE big help in holding the head properly through the stroke is a 
smooth back swing and a smooth down swing. One rarely lifts 
the head too soon when the swing isn’t hurried. 
It is the fast starting—the jerky back swing—or the lunging 
down swing that do most of the damage. Head lifting is largely 

a result of high tension—of hitting too quickly. 

Mac Smith, for example, is one of the true swingers of golf and with 
no idea of “hit” in mind he is rarely troubled with any head lifting. 
He doesn’t even have to think about it. This is due largely to the fact 
that the absence of a hitting thought takes practically all the tension 
out of Smith’s swing. 


a f 
THE HEAD AND SHORT GAME. 

T is frequently more difficult to keep the head down on short ap- 

proaches than it is on longer shots. This is because the shorter ap- 
proach carries much more tension than the longer blow where there is 
more action and greater freedom in the swing. So on a chip shot or a 
short pitch you will see the average head pop up about nine times out 
of ten when the average player is making the shot. Yet he will find 
that by close concentration on head control he will soon work himself 
or herself into the habit of keeping the head where it belongs until the 
ball is on its way. 


NCE again it isn’t a question of looking at the ball. The 

shot can be played by a blindfolded golfer—and played 
extremely well. But it can’t be played by a golfer who lets his 
chin start drifting with the swing. 


SLOW SWINGS ARE BETTER. 
3 beg golfers who try desperately to force themselves to look at 
the ball frequently make it an impossible act through the rigidity 
and tenseness they bring into the swing. They would be better off to 
slow down the back swing, not to hurry the down swing and try to 
eliminate the thought of hard hitting. -- ft
